E dearly Salute you in the Love of God : The occaſion 
A of thispreſent Writiug is in Vindicazion of the Truth, 
and Us, the defamed Witneſles of ir, and particularly 
of George Keith, from the falle Judgment, Calumnies, falſe Infor- 
mations and /Defamatjons of S.: Fernings, Fohn Simcock and Thomas 
Lhyd, Pretended Preachers,. ahd others, joined with them, being 
in Number Twenty Eight, in their late Epiſtle ſent ro the Monthly 
on Mectivgs in Penfilvania, Eab and Weſt. Farſey. 
Firſt of all. whereas they pretend to give an Account to theſe 
Mega of the, Tedious Exerciſe and Vexatious Perplexity they have 
met wit] 
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him, as can well be proved by diyers Credible Witneſles then = 
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ſent, only two of the ſaid Friends of the Miniſtry then preſent, »7x. 
Fohn Hart and John Delavall diſſented from the reſt ; then G. K. 
did again lay his Complaint before Friends of the Miriftry ar tie 
laſt Yearly Meeting at Philadelphia,in the firſt week of 7 mon. 16gr. 
and ioberly detired ro have their fence and jndgment,Yhether be was 
guilty of preaching Two Chriſts > or whether \W. S. was not guily of 
Blaſphemy, for ſaying Chrift within and Chrift without are T wo Chriſt? 
and no leſs than fix feveral Meetings were had about this Matter in 
that time of the Yearly Meeting; and the firſt Meeting continued 
about ten hotrs, v:z. from about nine in the fore-noon, to rhe time 
thar Candles were lighted in the Evening. And it mult need; be 
pranted,That it was a time of tedious Exerciſe & vexatious Perplexity 
in all che f1x Meetings; but who was to be blamed for it, deierveth 
your (ettions Examination. Is it not matter of Aftoniſhment, thar 
ſuch an cafte Qr eſtion being propotfed ro ſo many men called Mini» 
ſters of Chrilt, all highly piecending to the Spirits immediate teach- 
ings and Jeadings, and to be in a degree of Chrifianity above all 
other Profethous in Chrifendom, (there being aſſembled of theſe 
called Mmiſters cut of theſe three Provinces abour forty or fifty, 
if not mote) ſix Mectings could not determine it, viz. Whether to 
preach Faith in Chriſl within us, and Faith snChriſt without 15, was to 
preach Two Chriſts, or One> Whereas G. K. had many Witneſſes 
to clear him, that he always ſaid, when he treated on that Subje, 
thar Chriſt within us,and Chriſt without ns,was bur one Chrift, ci; 
Meaſure ot the Gifr of Chriſt within us, and the Fullne(s wichotr 
us, in the Man Chriſt Jeſus, being one Lord Jeſus Chriſt : a ſincere 
Chrifian, though in the loweſt degree, and but.a Babe in Chri(f, 
could have eaſily determined and reſolved rhis Queſtion, and given 
judgmenr againſt I. S. beirg guilty of Bfaſphemy again the Son 
of Man, (though not againſt che Holy Ghoft) for his blai/ph-mous 
Afertion, That to preach faith in Chrilt within, anu Faith in Chriſf 
without, was to preach Tws Chrifts ,, for according to him: Criſt 
withovr is a falſe Chriſt, he being a great Owner in Prectence and 
words of Chriſt wichin ; and vert which will be matter of Admi- 
ration to all Impartial Perſons that hear it, who have the leaft rrue 
Know:edge in che Myſicry of Chrifi)this great and ſolemn 4ffembly 
of ſo many high Precenders to be Miniſters of Chriſt, were at @ great 
ftand and demur to deicrmine, and in the conclufion of the fizrh 
Mzeting gave but 2 very flenacr and partial decermination 2nd judg- 
ment concerning it; which, _ as-it was, was not lntimated by 
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any Order of the Mceting, as themlelves have acknowledged. And 
indecd ſuch wasthe Partiality,as well as the Ignorance and groſs Uu- 
belicf that openly and manitclily appeared in thele Meetings, whereof 
ſufficient Proof can be given,and that of divers owned and eſteemed 
great Preachers amoug us, that 1s {caicely credible, a hint whercof 
we think neceflary to give for your true I:formation.[n one of thele 
{iz Meetings, T. Fauzwater, in Prayer, [aid, OO God, that dyed in us, and 
laid down thy Life iti as, and took it up again, &c. fitter he had ended 
his Prayer, G. Keith, G. Hutchefon and 7. Hampton (but few or none 
others) greatly blamed T.F. ior kits Prayer, for 1s appeared tothem 
as Bia'phcmy; and ſurely it is not only conttary to Scrripture, bur ry 
the expreſs Teſtimony of Frieads, That God is Immortal, and cantot 
die; yea, GW. in his Book called Zadgment fixt, expreſly ſaith, God 
cannot be impriſoned or imbond.1ged,with other words to that cffect,& 
ſo cannot die: Another called Rob, Young, a great Preacher among 
tiem,openly ſaid,as many can bear witneſs,in one of theſe Mectings, 
That he did not find Chriſt without in all the Scriptare,further poſitively 
afitming, That Chrift, when he <ſcended into the Cloud was ſeparated 
from his Body,and tho? one or two checkt bima lictle,for his afſertion, 
yet no further notice was taken of it to bring him to any Condem- 
nation for his Blaſphemy. Alſo, Art. Cook, in one of theſe Meetings 
accuſed G.K. for ſaying,atthe Meeting at R.twer's Houſe, That Chrifts 
Body that was crucified and buried, ts gone into Heaven, & was & is in 
Heaven,oven the very ſame Body; wivich G.K. moſt freely ac knowledg- 
ed he had fo affirmed, and that Chrifs body was not changed in Being 
or Subfance of Body, but in Manner & Condition. And whereas at one 
of theſe Meetings G. K. had complained againſt . Simcock, that he 
had queſtioned G.K. at the Meeting at R.#wer's, ſaying, Did Chrifs 
Bones riſe ? which G.K. afirmed, and proved from Scripture ; but 
the ſaid F.S. boldly deny'd that he asked any ſuch Queſtion, until 
F. Delavall, and W. Bradford, affirmed chey heard him queſtion it. 
And not only F.Simeock, 8 Arth. Cock, and others, did openly blame 
G.K. both at the Mecting at R. Evers, and at others Meetings at the 
Yearly Meeting, for impoſing a Novelty upon his Antient Brethren, but 
more eſpecially and principally T. L/zyd, who was the great Atror- 
ney for IF. Stockdale, and the great Mouth of all theſe that oppoſed 
G. K. in his Teſtimony to theſe ſound Fundamental Principles and 
Doftrines of the Chrifian Faith, did oft objet aga mſt G.K's. Impofing 
an Unſcriptural Faith on his Brethren, all which is fo openly known 
to many, that we judge, they ſcarce haye the Confidence themſclyes 
lo 
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to deny it; but what was this Unicriptural Faith that they 4ii blame 
G. K. tor impoſing on bis Antient Brechicn? even no other but this, 
That we ought to bel:eve in Chrift without ts in Heaven,as well as inChrif 
within for Saluation ; and That Chrift is in Heaven, having the true Na- 
ture of Man, both of S»ul and Body, the ſame he had on Earth for Being, 
but wonderfully and moſt gloriouſly changed in Condition and Manner, and 
is not only God in Heaven, but both God and Man, and yet one Lord Jeſus 
Chriit; ana many are Witn:ſlcs, how ar the School-nouſe Mecting,as 
well asattheie other Mectings aforeſaid, T. Zloyd argned, That Faith in 
Chri}? without us, as he died for our ſins, and roſe again, w.s not neceſſary - 
to our Salvation,which his Son-in-law, f.D-14v41! openly contraditted, 
bringing for his Proof Rome. 10.9, 19. And at one of theſe Yearly 
Mceungs, T, Lhyd ſaid, Chrit within did all; which F. #lsford con- 
tradicted, ſaying, That he did not believe, for Chrilt without did ſome- 
what win be died fot us. And at another of theſe Meetings Samuel 
en having rudely & uncivilly ſtopt G.K. in his Tettimony, when 
1c was 1ecommer;ding to them, ſeriouſly ro conſider, whether it way 
not their Duty to preach Chriſt outwardly more than they did, ſaid, 
If thou preached C! rift without leſs others might preach him more;whereof 
divers preſent took great notice, and was very offenſive to:them, as 
we}l as to G, K. and did ſfignifie that S. Fenings was too much a Prea+ 
Cier at his own will, as we!l as prejudiced againſt G.K, that becauſe he 
would not ſeem ro follow G. K. he and others would not preach 
what G.K. preached, tho? true. And this is but a hint of many more 
things that could be menrioned, as Inſtances of their grols Ignorance, 
Unbelicf and Blaſphemy that ſome cf them ſhowed themſelvesopenly 
guilty of at theſe Meetings, and others their being guilty of grois 
Pattiality and Hypy5criſte, labourtng to cover theſe men in their Ims - 
pious Blaſptemies againſt Chriſt Jeſus the-Son of Man. Was it there- 
fore any matcer of Wonder or Crime, that G. RK. being zealous and 
fervent for the true Faith, and Doftrine of Chriſt, ſo much openly 

contradidted by ſome of them, and queſtioned by others art theſe Mee- 

tings aforcſatl, was ſtirred in ſpirit ro ule ſharp words agliinſt them, 

which yet were all true, and therefore no Railing, nor yer blame- 

worthy; cyen as it is ſaid of Pant, That his Spirit was ſtirred in him 

when he ſaw the City ( viz. of Athens) wholly given to Idolatry. And 

f1ppoſe that G. K. did exceed attimes, the due bounds, by great pre- 

vocations on their ſide: Is it not great Hypocrifte and Partiality of 

theſe men (o ſeverely to judge him, and wholly to concea], nor only 


their own Ignorance, Error and — but the extream — 
te .

the rude, uncivil and unmannerly Speeches they nttered againſt him, 
both in thele Meetings, and otten ſince, calling him, Reviler of his 
Brethren, Accufer of the Brethren, Brat of Babylon, One that always 
endequoured to keep down . he power of Truth, drawing from the Gift of 
God; caliing him allo, Pope, Primate of Penfilvania, Father Confeſſor, 
accuſing him of Railing, Envy, extream Paſſion, and a Turbulent and 
UVuſubdned Spirit, and not only ſo,but moſt uncivily and unchriftianly, 
yea, inhumanely, otherwiſe treating him in thele Mcerings, otten {1x 
or ten,all at once,ſpeaking to him,and ſome pulling him by one fleeve, 
and others by the skirrs of his Coat, more like Mad, men than Sober ; 
aud fome bidding him go out, and when he effayed ro go ou;& pray- 
ed them to ler him go, others pulling him back, ard detainivg him ; 
ſo that greater Confuſton was ſcarce ever lecn in any Meetings pre- 
tending to.Chrifiauity; and why do they conceal all this their rucdc, 
and baſe, and inhumane Carriage, as well as uncivil words towatds 
G. K but to demonſtrace their Partiality and Hypocrifie, at l-aft to 
give us a fair occaſton to demonſtrate it ; and what Partial and Hypo- 
Critical men they are, whom GOD hath in great meaſure already 
diſcovered, and we dont: rot will further diicover in due time. 

And many of theſe men have diſcovered no leſs Ignorance and Error 
in the late Difference that hath happened berwixt G.K. & 7 Fuzwater 
who hath openly in the face of a Monthly Meeting acculed G. K. for 
denying the ſufficiency of the Light ; and the rhing act laſt 1s come to rhis 
Iflnc, that by the At of a Monthly Meeting, held ad Philadelphia, 
the 26. 3. mon. G. K. is condemned for ſaying, The Light is not ſufficient 
withcut ſomething elſe; and at the next Monthly Mceting following, 
T. Llyd did acknowledge, in the open hearing of all preſent, whereof 
maryare ready to bear Witneſs,& which we judgethey will not deny, 
That Ly that ſomething elſe they knew that GR. did hold (as he hath ofc 
declarcd, both in publick Teftimonies,& other occaſtonal Diſcoutles) 
The Man Chrift Fcſus without us, end what he did and ſuffered for ns on 
E irth, and what he now doth for us ir. H2aven: Whereupon G. K. ſaid, 
{t his be a Guijtinels, T hat the Light within doth nor fave us, or 1s 
not ſnfficieut withour the Man Chriit Jeius, and his Death, Refur- 
reftion, Aſcenſion & Mediation for us in Heaven] own my felt guilty; 
bu: by their thus condemning G. K. for his ſound Doftrine, and clear- 
{8g 7, F. they have declared opealy th:ir being na Chriſftans, and 
cEcicfore it is no Railing nor Ungodly Speech to call chem Ignorant 
Heathens, for ir i5 their proper Name due to them, ſeeing they vill 
2ct ewn any thing elſe, 'not the Man Chriſt Jeſus, but only the Light 
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in them to be {ufficicat and neceſſary to choir Salverion ; bur for a 
more full account of their thu, publicxly renouncing the Man Chrilt 
Telus we retsr to two Papersof Minuts wiitby G. K. of what paſſed 
ar the laſt Quarterly and Monthly Mceungs about this matter. Bur 
wherca: ſome of them ſay.They have not cleared T.PF. let all impartial 
men, who read their a& recorced 1n their Monthly meeting Book, 
( a copy of which w:th great difficulty we have art laſt obtained) jadge 
whether their words in the ſaid ACt doth not clear him, when they 
lay, The Meeting ſaw no Reaſon to give Talgment aguinſt him, in this 
particular above-mentioned, as much as when theGrand-Jury bring-- 
eth in tfeir Verdi of an Tgnoramus into the Court, doth not clear 
the Perſon accuſed for that time ? and whether this their clearing of 
him, is-not further confirmed by rheir allowing and countenancing 
him to preach and pray in their Meetings, and che laſt clauſe of their 
Papcr, conchuding that T. Fs Charge in it ſelf wes true. 
211y.Whereas,in rþcir Epiſtle,they uſea great many words in Conf 
mendation of what formerly G. K. was, and how once he w.tthed in rhe 
Counſel of God, and w.s little in his own Eyes, and his Brethren honoura- 
Ble in his efteem,and that he was lovely in that day, when the Beauty of the 
Lord was upon him, and his Comlneſs covered him; and other high words 
of Commendation, ſcarce given to many far more worthy than he. - 
It is very apparent, that all chis is but on, purpoſe, firſt ro raiſe him up 
2s it were on high,that they may ſeem the more to throw him down 
intorthcirdcep Pit of Infamy &6 falle Judgment they have given againſt 
him, together with their deceictul & hypocritical Lamentation over 
his Fall from the kighplaces of Iſrael, as a man ſlainin his high places; this 
is not unlike to their Predeceſſors,the Perſecuting Clergy of the Church 
of Rome, who before they bnrar that worthy Servant of Chriſt Fohre 
Huſs,they cauſed be pur on him his Pricſtly Robes, & then afterwards 


ſtripr him of them, on purpoſe the more to defame him, and render 


him vile before the People ; the which as they were doing,that worthy 
Servant of Chriſt called to remembrance that White Veſture which 
Hero put upon Chriſt to mock him withal, as Fox doth relare ir in his 
Book of Martyrs, pag.739. Tom. 1. But we would have theſe men to 
know, that G. K needs none of their hypocritical and mock Lamen- - 
tations, but rather let them in good earneſt weep for themſelves, 
and for their great Ignorance,Error and Uabelief,that ſome,if not all 
of them have ſufficiently diſcovered them(elves guilty ofz and moft of 
them of their great Prejudice and Hypocriſie, and all of them of their 
Folly, and raſh and falſe Judgment, which will be their own burden, 


and 
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and for which we wiſh them true Repeatance. And ſeeing their Accuſa- 
tons againit GK, lie much 1n bare generals, we lee no cauſe jurther 
ro take notice of them, as they conrala bare generals, as his being 
guilty of Anger, Envy, Cruelty, Treachery, and other falſe and reproach- 
tul Speeches they give out agaluſt him but to ſhow, that for want of 
par:icuiar matter againſt him,they thus labour ro detame him ſo much 
in bare Generals, a way cominon to all Sophifers and fa!ſe Accuſers. 
And for the hard words they alledg, he ulcd to call ſome of them, as 
Fools, ignorant Heathens, Infidels, filly Souls, Lyars, Hereticks, Rotten 
Ranters, Muggletonians, &C. Ge K. laith, and that in the uprightneſs 
of Heazr, thac he never gave tuch Names to any of them, but to 
ſuch as he can prove did delerye them, and for which he can appeal 
to all impartial men that profels Chritianity, whether they to whom 
he gave ſuch Names did not deſerve them ; as when one of thetn ſaid 
to him in his own houle, in the hearing of ſome preſent, That ſeeing

thou compare the preaching of Chrift Crucified to eating of fleſh? And to 
call Men Fools and Sots, yea, blind and dark Sots, that deſerve it, bath 
been the praRtice of ſome very eminent Friends, for no greater caule 
than ſome have giyen, who have openly renounced the Faith of 
Chriſt without them, as neceſlary to their Salvation, as we can ſuf- 
ficiently proye ſome of them have done, who deſerved]ly may be 
called Ignorant Heathens, Infidels and Hereticks; and if G. K. did 
call ſome of them Lyars, he can prove they were {i.ch, and that is 
no Railing to call a Lyar by his true Name}; lo did Chriſt call ſuch 
as deſerved it, and fo did Pax; and divers of them that have ſigned

Chriſt within, and GChrif without, as allo to prove, that Cornelius was - 


faithful to the Light within, or had the Light within. And T. Lloyd hath 
aſed very ancivil Expretfjons to G.R. in fome of thoſe Meetings, onc 


time faying,, No. Man contd differ with G. K. bat he was in danger of the '

another rime ſaid, G. K. had been a more vexations Adverſary to Friends, -

ſtrarge ro'G.-K. and ſome. others,” and ſeemed'ro 'proceed from! great 
Pride and Self-conceir, 'ro which G.'K. anſwered, :4s rhou art not to 
truckte under me, ſo nor am I to truckle ander thee, but let us both truc. 
kle mder Trath; _ And it is but too apparent that T. Lioid, $. Fennings, 
F. Simceck, 4. Cook.moſt ctpecially, and'others of them concerned in

the Light, ſeeing four Credible Evidences gave Tejlimony, That they heard 
him ſay, he did not believe the Light was ſufficient without ſomething elle; 
and at their laſt Monthly Meeting it was confeſſed - by. T. L. as the 
Month of the MectingyThat by that ſomething elſe, they knew G.K. meant 
the Man Chris Feſus without us,& what he did,& ſuffered for us on Earth, 
and what henow doth for us in Heaven, to wir, his-interccfſion for us, &c.

And as: for his giving hard 
Names and Wards te any, it. was but-condicional, upon ſuppoſition of 
their holding ſuch Errors, which they did ſeem to favour and argue 
for, exccpt to two or three, to whom he was more politive, becauſe 
of their boldly affecting theſe Errors, ſome of which are now boldly 
and open]y aſſerted by them generally. 

Thirdly, whereas they ſay, That G. K. charged by their Meeting with 
being come to cloak Hereſies and Deceit, and that there were more Dofrines 
of Devils, and Damnable Hereſfies among the DMuakers, than among any 
Profeſſion of the Proteſtants. In this they are very unfair, and givea 
falſe Relation,as can be proved by credible Witnefles, he did not charge 
the whole Mecting, but a Party or Faction of them, that ſway*d and 


influenced others; for there were diyers of that Mceting that A” for 
. K. 


F. for accuſing G. R. that he denied the Sufficiency of 
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G.K. at that time, whici was che Mecting held at Barlington laſt, tho 
7. Delavall, and W. Byles, are nowideclined ; and &.K. did iay, That no 
/ach DamnableHerelies and Ooctrinesof Devils vere to/pratedin 
any Proteſtant Soſciety, as theſe here did among them z,. but he never char- 
cd the body of Friends with theſe chings, buc always made a diſtinion; 
and G. K. might well ſay fo concerning them that have oppoſed hini 
here, who have exceedingly labour'd to cloak that damnable Herelic 
of IV. S. That to preach faith inChrift within and without, ap to preach two 
Chrifs; and with the like induſtry have they labour'd to cover T- F. 
whom they heard utter Blaſphemy in his Prayer, and never brought 
him toconviCtion for itz & tho T. 84d,ar the laſt Mecting of Miniſtring 
Friends at Burlington, charg'd him with ſaying, That he owned no Man 
Chris Jeſus as Mediator in Heaven without him,but the Grace of God within 
him,yet they gave him no check fort; & at the laſt Yearly Meeting, in 
the preſence of divers Friends he argued againſt G.K. That Chrif wes only 
a Spirit in Heaven, and had nothing of the Body of Man in Heaven, this 
is he alſo who ſaid ro G.K. at another Meeting, He had. nvt learned that 
leſſon, whether it was theGod-head or ſomewhat elſe that Chriſt took of the 
Virgin, that was nailed to the Croſs.And at a lare Monthly Mecting that 
party had cleared the faid T.F. & told , That the Light is ſufficient without 
any thing e{fe, exchudingithe Man Chrift Jelus, & his Obedience Be... 
Reſurreftion, Aſcenfion and Mediation for us in Heaven, all which 
are ſomething elſe than the Light; and G.K. might well fayy no Pro- 
tetant Society would tollerate theſe datunable Þerelies, nor indeed 
would the Church of Rome. Alſo ſome of their chief Members arc 
ouilty of denying the Day of Judgment, and any Reſurre#ion but what 
they have already attained, owning no ReſurreRion but Chriſt, and ha- 
ving attained to Chriſt, they reckon they' have attained to all the Re- 
ſurreQion they expeR, as Rob.Owen, one of the falſe Judges, and #7, 
Southbe. one of the Evidences againſtG. K. And F. Witlsford, agother 
of the _— laid lately on a fitſt Day Meeting, That Chrif was 
a Mediator for no Drunkards,nor Wicked Per ſons, but [4 bis own Diſciples, 
expreſly contrary to Scripture Teſtimony ; in many places, 1/a.53.12. 
P/a/.68. for it is by the Merits and Intercefſion of Chriſt that all-meo, 
even wicked men of all forts have a day of Vitſitation,and are inwardly 
enlightned by Chriſt, and ſuch who improve it not, but live and die 
in their Sins; hinder nef but that it isa benefit in ic ſelf. Aloo, the ſame 
Perſon, ſome time ago at a Meeting in Eaft Farſey, ſaid in Prayer, Lord 
that we may not dote on the Body, to neglet# the Life ; which was very of- 
fenſave, and is an unſayoury ny to eyery Pious Chri-

' that in our Book, Some Cauſes of Separation, wenamed not Names, and 
therefore ſeeing it is deſired, we have named ſome;and it were an eaſje 

-qmatter to give fucha Charadter of every one of them that have ſigned 
that Paper of falſe Judgment, as may render them unqualified men to 
give Judgment in ſuch a weighty caſe, not only for . the -Ignorance 
of moſt of them,as well as their Prejudice, but for the great ſuſpicion 
-that ſome of them lie nnder of a ſcandalous Life, as Drunkenneſ,, Un- 
cleanneſs, &c. and as for W.Yardlyand N. Walze,as we can prove them 
both very ignorant men, ſo they are not of a very good Fame among 
their Neighbors, and for that diſtaſte, ſome ſtay from Meetings, as 
we are informed. And one George Gray from Barbadoes,almoſt whol- 
ly a ſtranger to theſe matters of difference, taking all no truſt from 
them, except what hath lately happened in ſome late Meetings, hath 
ſhowed himſelf too fooliſh and rafh, as well as ignorant : And the 
like may be ſaid of H, Wills of L-ng-Iſland, wholly a ſtranger to our 
Differences, but what he had by report, and who lately beforedivers 
Witneſſes at the Houſe of W. Bradford, openly declar'd himſelf an 
Unbeliever, as concerning Chriffs commg without u; to judge the quick 
- and the dead, which is a great Article of the Chriſtian Faith. 

4bly, As concerning; their blaming G. XK. for objecting againſt their 
Diſcipline, and his preparing a Draught, which the preſented them, G. KR. 
gave no juſt cauſe to be offended at'this ; hundreds here-a-way of 
the more fincere- ſort of Friends, do object, as well as G. X. againſt 
the too-great laxneſs of Diſcipline amongft us, and that there is but 
little inſpeQioninto the good Lives and Manners of them that pro- 
fe Truth among ns, far leſs into their Faith,fo that men may almoſt 
believe any thing, and vet be owned, if they:come to Meetings, and 
uſe 
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uſe plain Language, and plain Habit, and be not groſly ſeandalous. 
And as to his Dranght that he prepared and preſented. to the Yearly 
Meeting, 1690. he was very moderate in it, and did not prefs it on 
them ; and he is ſo far from being aſhamed of it, thathe has now ſent 
it to Friends in Od England, to conſider of. 
5thly, Their blaming G. K. for his earneſt deſiring that they and we 
might agree to draw up ſome Principles and Dottrimes of Faith in the moſt 
neceſſary things, to qualifie our Church-Members, and diſtinguiſh Believers 
from Unbelievers, has no juſt ground, but is rather worthy of commen- 
dation ; for hundreds ſee the neceſſity of ſucho thing among us,eſpe+ 
cially here-a-way, And for his ſaying, That he knew none given forth 
by the body of Friends, 1t 1s true, he hath ſo ſaid, andif they know any 
entire Confeſſion or Declaration of Faith in all neceſſary things, and 
ſyſficient to end the preſent Differences,let them produce it;we know 
that particular accounts of Principles and Do&rines have-been given 
forth by-divers particular Friends,as G. F. G.W, E. B. F.C.and divers. 
others, but not by the Body of Friends, or any yearly Meeting, ſo far - 
as we know, except the Rhode-1ſland Sheet, which they do ſo much. 
oppoſe. For their offering to give a Confeſſion in Scripture-words, when 
they have given us to know they have a ſence contrary to Scripture, 
no more can ſatisfie us, than when Papifts, Socinians,Muggletonians,fc. 
ſay they will give us a Confeſſion of their Faith in Scripture-words': 
They have greatly blamed G.K.for impoſing unſcriptural words and terms 
07 them ;, and yet when asked, what theſe terms are, they never did, 
or can ſhow,unlefs that ſome of them have ſaid, ro preach faith in Chriſt 
within and without us, 1s nnſcriptural. And whatelfſe can it be but groſs: 
Unbelief and Paganiſm, to find fault ſo much with preaching Faith in- 
Chriſt without us. and his being in Heaven in the fame Body that ſuſ- 
fered, being neceſſary to our Salvation ; for tho? the words [without -
